Here  in  America,  democracy  is  the  living  evidence  of  the  American  people’s 
unity.  It  belongs  to  all  of  us,  even  to  those  who  are  its  guests,  because  democracv 
has  so  many  interpretations  within  the  pattern  of  our  daily  lives. 

Therefore,  I  speak  for  democracy,  because  I  want  the  freedom  that  it  rep¬ 
resents.  I  want  the  right  to  receive  an  education  to  my  own  liking,  the  right  to 
choose  a  career,  to  travel  where  I  wish,  and  to  live  as  my  income  permits.  I 
want  the  right  to  individuality,  the  right  to  feel  that  my  life  will  have  been  of 
some  value  in  this  great  America.  I  want  to  worship  God  in  my  own  faith,  to 
be  true  to  myself  and  to  be  a  vital  part  of  my  own  democratic  government.  I 
want  to  feel  that  I,  as  much  as  any  one  person,  am  responsible  for  this  great  gov¬ 
ernment  which  we  have.  I  want  to  accept  that  responsibility  with  intelligence, 
and  most  of  all  gratitude,  and  to  share  in  the  work,  duties,  costs  and  benefits 
of  democracy. 

Many  great  men  have  given  of  their  wisdom  to  establish  this  democracy  of 
ours.  Many  brave  battles  have  been  fought  and  many  men  and  women  have 
given  their  very  lives  to  keep  it  living  for  future  generations.  It  is  the  duty  then, 
yes,  the  responsibility,  left  us,  "The  Youth  of  America,”  to  extend  Democracy 
to  other  countries  of  the  world.  But  what  will  all  this  call  for  on  the  part 
of  youth?  It  will  mean  greater  understanding  of  all  peoples,  deeper  wisdom, 
and  thinking,  and  greater  sacrifices  on  the  part  of  each  individual.
